Crippled Nip's Offensive Power

Further, by destroying a large 
segment of J apanese air power, 
informants asserted, the victor­ 
ies will permit a freer American 
offensive ex pansion westward to­ 
ward Asia.

Midway 
and Coral Sea battles must even 
now remain secret for starategic 
reasons. 
REVEAL BATTLES 
But informants said here that 
the results could be read from

D escribing the attack th a t sent 
his ship to the bottom of the 
ocean, Captain Rusti recalled th a t 
the day of the attack w as calm 
and peaceful when suddenly , w ith­ 
o ut w arning, the ship suddered in 
a vio lent spasm, struck in the 
h e a rt by a torpedo. In just a few 
seconds the subm arine 
ro se to 
the surface abo ut 500 y ards ahead 
of th e reeling victim. It w as all 
o ver in less than two m inutes, 
C aptain Rusti related. 
“W e 
lowered two bo ats,” 
he 
said, “one, a lifeboat 25 feet long, 
the o th er 18 feet long, co ntaining 
a sm all motor. M embers of the 
subm arine’s 
c r e w came to the 
deck dressed in khaki sho rts. The.y 
w ore no insignia, m aking it im ­ 
possible 
to determ ine th eir na­ 
tio nality , but somehow we w ere 
positive they were Germans, too 
tho ro ugh and efficient, to be Ita l­ 
ians.” 
No word was exchanged 
be­ 
tween the 36 m em bers of the ship 
crew and those in sight on the 
subm arine. The captain and his 
men 
w ere unm olested in 
their 
effo rts to escape o ther th an the

Thus was on the sixth day 
following their exposure to the 
w ithering sun and m any cases of 
serious sunburn aggravated by in­ 
tense cold a t night. 
The plane co asted 
to w ithin a 
few feet above the craft and drop 
ped a w atertight tube th a t flo at­ 
ed w ithin a fewT feet. It had no 
sooner landed when one 
of the 
crew was overboard to retrieve it. 
The message

fram ed and hangs in the living- 
room of the R usti home.

"There Is a surface v essel on 
her way out.

to the serv ice has brought up the 
question of mothers going out to 
work and leav ing their children 
without their superv ision. When 
that happens the children are the 
losers ev ery time. 
Mother is the child’s first, best 
teacher, first best friend. Nobody 
on earth can take a mother’s 
place in a child’s heart, nobody i 
can take her place in influencing 
his life. No matter how dev oted, 
how well trained, a teacher or 
social worker may be, he cannot 
take the mother’s place in the 
child’s life. 
There is a special sort of un­ 
derstanding between a child and 
his mother. They need no words. 
They undez*stand each other, feel 
for each other, lov e each other 
with undy ing lov e. 
Home is what mother makes it. 
Its pov erty or its richness in ma­ 
terial way s is not important to 
the child’s feeling. As long as 
mother is there, home is beauti­ 
ful, a refuge, a place o£ peace 
for 
his spirit. 
In 
war-time 
a 
child’s spirit is more in need of 
support than his body and that 
makes a 
mother’s presence 
in 
the home essential. 
CAN BE FREED TEMPORARILY 
In homes where there are chil­ 
dren in their early teens, perhaps 
those between 
16 and 18 , the 
mother can be freed for outside 
work for a few hours daily , but 
ev en then, she is needed to direct, 
strengthen 
and 
encourage, the 
children so that they make no 
grav e mistakes. The y oung peo­ 
ple of 18 can go out and do war 
work and make the mother’s ser­ 
v ice unnecessary as far as that 
family is concerned. 
Children under 12, and some 
12 y ears old—it all depends upon 
the ^character and training they 
hav e—cannot be left alone for 
any 
length 
if 
time, 
especially 
now. They are too many chances 
to be taken. The children are too 
ex cited. 
There is a group o f . mothers 
who must be considered. They 
hav e the opportunity now to earn 
some money and they think they 
should do so. May be their need 
is so great this is necessary . 
BEST TO STAY HOME 
Another group of mothers, not 
so large perhaps, but still large 
enough for consideration, is com 
posed of women who would rather 
work in a factory or office daily 
than stay at home and care for 
a family of children. May be they 
need to get out of the home. It 
is possible that they would be 
more useful to the country that 
way . But the children of both 
groups must be cared for. 
My ex perience would indicate 
that the mother is needed at 
home. If she can stay there and 
care for the children, it is best. 
Those whose need 
for 
earning 
money is so great as to force 
them out of home, and 
those 
unfitted 
by 
temperament 
and 
training for home care of chil­ 
dren, should be reliev ed by pro­ 
fessionally trained workers. 
We shall need nursery schools 
and trained w'orkers to care for 
them so these working mothers 
can leav e their children with a 
feeling of 
security . And if in 
time it becomes necessary to call 
mothers to do war work, we must 
ex pand the schools, equip them 
for home care of children. 
This 
s h o u l d 
be 
considered 
thoughtfully now by the authori­ 
ties concerned in war work. If 
we are going to need home-care 
schools we should get them ready . 
Meanwhile let’s hope as many 
mothers 
as 
possible 
can 
stay 
home for the duration.

lt is little wonder that no one knows how much 
scrap rub b er is availab le to b e used to make 
tires. When the Adm inistration sets the price 
at SIS a ton. or less then a penny a pound, for 
scrap rub b er, it hardly makes it worth the lime 
and energy for people to search their premises 
for rub b er and to discard some rub b er articles 
that might still b e useful to the owner. 
But this error in estab lishing the price of rub ­ 
b er is a natural result of an Administration that 
thinks it is wiser in estab lishing values than the 
wisdom of all the people. 
The principal difference b etween a dictatorial 
form of government as the New Deal is rapidly 
approaching and a real democracy, as aimed b y 
our forefathers, is that all the people have a right 
to help estab lish values of different things and 
services and not the government representing a 
b are m ajority. Certainly the wisdom of all the 
people is greater than the wisdom of part of 
the people.

And while we are paying such a low price for 
rub b er as to eventually make our cars of little 
or no value, we are paying over twice the price 
for silver lhat the law of supply and demand 
w arrants.

The assertion of the ex ecutive b oard of the 
C.I.O. that the attorney general’s decision to de­ 
port Harry Bridges is b ased "neither on the facts 
nor on common sense” possib ly may b e a sound 
assartion. And the b oard may have full warrant 
for its announced determination to fight the pro­ 
posed order of deportation. 
Certainly the b oard has a right to its opinion 
and most certainly it has the constitutional right 
to ex press that opinion and to f i ght to keep 
Bridges in the United States. 
But the ex ecutive b oard makes a mistake that 
is all too frequent when it declares in sub stance 
that the deportation of Bridges w'ould b e injuri­ 
ous to national unity and to the program of full 
w ar production. Too many people are making a 
similar mistake nowadays. Too many people are 
disposed to consider the cause of their country 
weakened every time they fail to get w hat they 
want or get something they do not want. 
Neither national unity 
nor w ar production 
will b e interfered with b y the deportation of 
Bridges unless a considerab le numb er of the C.I.O. 
adherents think more of Bridges and of their 
organization than they do of their country. No 
disunity can accrue unless 
the supporters 
of 
Bridges turn against their country b ecause of a 
deportation order. There will b e no slcw’ing down 
in war production b ecause of this order unless 
C.I.O. workers turn against their government 
and try' to punish it b y helping to withhold from 
it the w ar implements 
that are 
needed 
for 
effective national defense. 
When the ex ecutive b oard declares that a 
diminution ot w ar effort will follow' the deporta­ 
tion of Bridges, it practically adm its that the

Thus discovei'ed, the Japs had 
to launch their air attack on 
Midway sooner than they had 
planned. They had to rush their 
b omb ers into the air. But our 
anti-aircraft guns kept them so 
high and our planes pummeled 
them so severely over Midway 
that the Jap b omb ers entirely 
missed the Midway airfield in 
their attack. 


This was an astonishing b i'eak 
for us. You could hardly figui’e 
that they would all miss their 
prim ary and most im portant ob * 
jective. This allowed .us to usa 
the field throughout the sub se­ 
quent action. 
Our light and heavy b omb ers 
there pounded 
everything 
the 
Japs had afloat in that pai’t of 
the world for three days there­ 
after. Furtherm ore, we were ab le 
to send b onb ei's from Hawaii to 
refuel at Midway and take off 
from there. In addition, we had 
the use of some heavy seaplanes, 
and b omb ers from our own car­ 
riers in the vicinity. 
With this heavy concenti'ation 
of land-b ased planes of the Army, 
Navy and Marines, and supple­ 
m ental naval b omb ers, we liter, 
ally b lew the Jap attack out of 
the water. 
The announced early figures of 
the damage were on the conserva­ 
tive side for two reasons. The 
announcing was done b y careful 
Naval Admiral Nimitz b ecause he 
outranks the Army and M arine 
officers in that area.

not old 1921 and 1925 types (an­ 
nounced sunk), b ut of the largest 
and b est 26.900 tonners. Four of 
the cruisers the Japs had Ihei’e 
were 
new 
and 
the 
transports 
were converted new fast passen­ 
ger liners. 
They had in action four b attle­ 
ships out of their known strength 
of 12, four or five carriers out 
of their known strength of 12 or 
13, 
although 
the 
numb er 
of 
cruisers was somewhat under this 
one-third ratio. 
Invasion of Australia, India, or 
anywhere else, thereb y was x’en- 
dered more difficult, chiefly b e­ 
cause the Jap form of sea-b litz 
relies on aircraft carriers for its 
main sticking power. 
The Dutch Harb or and Aleu­ 
tian Islands attack was only a 
clever Jap diversion trick, staged 
b efore Midway, with a view of 
drawing our air patrol and sea 
power northward and out of th# 
way of the main attack on Mid­ 
way. The Japs could, however, 
capture a few Aleutians any time. 
Therd are 500 islands in the 
group, mostly uninhab ited rocks. 
The end of the string is closer to 
the Jap islands south of Kam­ 
chatka than to our b ases in Al­ 
aska. If the Japs occupied any 
of those, as they claimed, they 
could b e used only for weather 
stations for sub activity. Almost 
continuous fog will 
prev ent thefr 
use for plane b ases.
